so much poison to the colt, its bowels 
become loose, and he sucks more and 
more, until at last he has the scours 
and dies. 


The result is not caused by eating 
poison grasses or weeds, but by tho 
sudden change in the composition of 
the mare s milk due to a change in 
her food. 


When it is desired to turn the mare 
and colt out to grass, get them accus­ 
tomed to the change gradually. 
When the mare is allowed to run in 
the pasture at night and fed a full 
grain ration she may safely be turned 
out to grass with her foal, but her 
grain food must bo continued to in­ 
sure good results. 
I believe that it pays to feed the 
mare and her foal a little grain food 
every day, although very few follow 
this practise.

Last year the same thing 
was true and the m atter wras q uite 
generally commented on in the press 
and at gatherings where educational 
eub jects were discussed. 
So far as our information goes there 
have b een no contests to

the pupils in other b ranches of study, i 
b ut it would b e interesting to know ; 
if this feminine superiority is found 
to exist in all studies, or If they are 
confined only to particular b ranches. 
Doub tless this result Is due in part to
